SNOW AT PALMDALE 


RED CROSS NOTES 


Harold Pegler and wife of Palm¬ 
dale visited from Wednesday until 
Monday with Sierra Madre relatives. 
Mr. Pegler says the morning air is 
crisp and that one-half inch of snow 
fell a few days ago. 


The board of directors of thte Red 
Cross held their regular monthly 
meeting on November 26th. One of 
the most important pieces of business 
transacted was the decision to buy a 
Ford runabout to be placed at the dis. 
posal of the municipal nurse for her 
work among the sick of the commun¬ 
ity. This project has been under dis¬ 
cussion for some time and practically 
every member of the board is heartily 
in favor of it, the difficulty having 
been the question of funds. The work 
of the municipal nurse in this town is 
increasing steadily, and the distances 
are so great that it is quite impossible 
for her to cover the necessary ground 
by'walking. Her efficiency will be in¬ 
creased about fifty per cent, so far as 
the number of people visited and 
ground covered is concerned, by hav¬ 
ing this car. 

The title to the car will remain with 
the Red Cross chapter, the use of it 
only being donated to the nurse. 

Plans were outlined for a supper 
and entertainment to raise the neces¬ 
sary funds and a committee appointed 
to carry out these plans. The direc¬ 
tors feel that every one in Sierra 
Madre will be quite willing to do their 
share toward making the entertain¬ 
ment a success, if they once realize 
how much good can be accomplished 
by this aid to the nurse. 

Hardly any one not directly in touch 
with the work of the nurse and our 
Local Relief committee has any idea 
of the great amount accomplished 
how much more remains to be accom¬ 
plished. By handling the needy cases 
systematically and under the super¬ 
vision of the nurse, waste and duplica¬ 
tion of effort is avoided and the 
health and welfare of the whole com¬ 
munity is safeguarded. From the 
standpoint of business efficiency alone 
it is necessary that the nurse be en¬ 
abled to travel from one end of the 
town to the other with no loss of time 
or energy. The -necessary work is suf¬ 
ficient to fill the time of two nurses— 
the absolutely pressing cases have 
leached a point where the nurse can 
no longer attend to them properly 
unless she has a car.

BY OCEAN STEAMSHIP 


BIG FEED FOR BOY SCOUTS 


NEAR EAST RELIEF 


Orange growers and orange associa¬ 
tions are contemplating shipping the 
crops to New York by steamship. 
Twenty-eight days are now consumed 
in freight transportation from South¬ 
ern California. Steamship shipments 
could be made in twenty-two days, 
and perhaps twenty days. The asso¬ 
ciation plans are for five steamships, 
each having a capacity of 300 tons.

When the sister arrived, difficulties 
over passports and over two little 
children that she had in her care, 
made it seem probable that Mr. Ma¬ 
garian would lose his sister whom he 
was so near finding again. 

. The young man threw himself into 
the breach by making affidavits to 
supnort not only his sister, but tne 
two little children whom he had never 
seen and of whom he knew noth’ ng 
save that they were in his sister’s 
care. Through the work of the local 
Near East Relief Committee, arrange- 
monts were finally made, and now l.:s 
sister is on her way to Los Angeles 
after having suffered many hardships. 

This is but one of the many cases 
where fortunate refugees escape from 
: uffering, starving and persecution in 
•he Near East, to seek a secuie refuge 
in free America through th ministra¬ 
tions of the Near East Relief Commit¬ 
tee. 

The suffering in western Asia and 
the Near East is being greatly aug¬ 
mented by new r and repeated Turkish 
mass-acres. War is not over for them 
over there. We must do our part of 
i- remnant of this nation is to be kept 
dive.
